BALTIMORE, Md., May 7 — Col­ 
onel R oose\e lt will control the Mary­ 
land state convention on May 14. by 
th«j narrow m argin of one vote, in­ 
su rin g M aryland's quota of sixteen 
delegates to the Chicago convention 
to the Roosevelt list. 
This was the result of yesterday's 
presidential 
primary, 
according to 
practically complete re tu rn s today. 
Roosevelt captured 66 delegates to 
the state convention, against Taft's 
63. 
Sixty-five is a majority. Cham p 
Clark swept the state as the dem o­ 
cratic choice, receiving SO votes to 
Wilson's 4 5. H arm on secured two. 
Taft Delegates T. U.V 
A peculiar feature of the republi- 
eon contest was th e fact that in one 
of the districts in Baltim ore Roose­ 
velt won in the preference vote, but 
lo u r Taft delegates were elected to 
the state convention. 
Under 
the 
Maryland law, however, these dele­ 
gates are required to vote for th*1 
candidate nam ed in preferential vote. 
Roosevelt s m ajority in the pref­ 
erence vote was considerably larger 
th an the selection of state delegates 
pledged to him would indicate. The 
Maryland ballot carried the list of* 
delegates to the state 
convention 
w ithout any explanation 
of 
their 
preference, so th a t unless the voter 
informed himself he had no inkling 
which men favored Taft or Roose­ 
velt. 
Roosevelt made a complete sweep 
in Baltimore, ta rr y in g every district 
and ward, in all 12,695 votes against 
Taft's 7,283. The colored vote went 
to the colonel solidly.
